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FOREWORD 


IN  the  present  collection,  Mr.  Vitall  Benguiat  has  brought 
together  by  his  customary  patient  acumen  an  important  and 
representative  group  of  antique  textiles  from  every  mediaeval 
source.  Sixteenth,  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  century  velvets  and 
embroideries  from  Italy,  gold-  and  silver-woven  French  and  Vene- 
tian brocades,  English,  Spanish  and  Swiss  crewel-work,  orphreys 
and  other  masterpieces  of  needlepainting  and  laces  of  the  Renais- 
sance are  here  in  notable  profusion.  The  supply  of  these  fabrics 
of  mellowed  beauty  is  fast  becoming  rarer. 

From  this  assemblage  may  be  selected  for  mention  several 
pieces,  for  their  beauty  or  their  rarity:  A  Swiss  needlepoint  votive 
hanging,  dated  1603  and  1607;  a  beautiful  panel  of  silk  embroid- 
ery of  the  Louis  XIV  period  [No.  606]  covered  in  a  mass  of  blos- 
soms ;  embroidered  velvet  prayer  cloths,  from  the  Palace  of  the 
Sultan  Abdul  Hamid;  a  pair  of  superb  moss-green  velvet  dalmatics 
with  needlepainted  apparels  [No.  584]  j  a  cypress-green  velvet 
chasuble  with  orphreys  of  Rhenish  work,  and  several  velvet  copes 
of  Botticelli-green. 

The  tapestries  are  unusually  numerous,  and  offer  a  complete 
history  of  the  art  of  tapestry-weaving  from  the  Gothic  millefleurs 
to  the  eighteenth  century  productions  of  Aubusson  and  Felletin. 
One  of  the  outstanding  examples  of  the  craft  is  the  magnificent 
sixteenth  century  gold-woven  Deposition  of  Christ  [No.  643]  from 
the  Brussels  looms  and  after  a  triptych  by  Bernard  Van  Orley 
[1480-1542].  The  Renaissance  hangings  include  a  number  of 
Flemish  hunting  tapestries  and  verdures,  the  large-leaved  ['chou- 
fleur*]  verdures  of  Enghien  and  Oudenaarde,  the  superb  Brussels 
Triumph  of  Charlemagne  [No.  647]  and  the  great  battle-scene, 
The  Conquests  of  Alexander  the  Great. 

Of  the  seventeenth  century  are  the  delightful  Brussels  silk- 
woven  companion  tapestries,  The  Sons  of  Noah  and  The  Drunken- 
ness of  Noah  [Nos.  645-646],  an  allegory  of  Tobit  and  the  Angel, 


a  Jupiter  and  Juno,  enriched  with  silver,  and  a  Lille  garden  tap- 
estry. The  hangings  of  the  following  century  comprise  mainly 
verdures  of  Flanders,  Aubusson  and  Felletin,  with  their  character- 
istic composition  of  sunlit  landscapes  dowered  with  chateaux  and 
gentle  streams,  seen  through  an  arch  of  trees  in  the  foreground.  An 
exception  is  the  rare  Aubusson  medallion  tapestry  [No.  651]  in  the 
style  and  period  of  Louis  Seize,  depicting  pendent  musical  trophies 
and  three  delightful  amoristic  medallions  after  Boucher.  A  char- 
acteristic genre  piece  after  Teniers,  Salting  the  Catch,  deserves  men- 
tion. 

The  carpets  include  rare  'Damascus'  Gothic  examples  attrib- 
uted to  the  Cairene  looms,  the  sixteenth  century  Ispahan  rugs  of 
Eastern  Persia,  together  with  their  Indian  variations,  two  sumptuous 
gold-  and  silver-woven  Polonaise  carpets  of  the  early  seventeenth 
century,  a  charming  Indian  millefleurs  rug,  blazing  with  tiny  flow- 
ers, and  an  Asia  Minor  medallion  carpet  of  tulips,  carnations, 
peonies  and  scrolling  Herati  leaves  in  a  rare  pistache-green  ground.

cloak,  his  hands  raised  to  cover  his  drunken  eyes  from  the 
sunlight.  In  the  middle  distance  wooded  meadow  landscape 
rising  to  hills,  and  a  distant  walled  town.  Border  of  the 
preceding.
